THE SPEECHES MADE. 


The speeches were limited to five minutes, 
antl every one was directly to the point. 
General Gilmore, of the corps of engineers, 
staied that Savannah and Brunswick §de- 
served every cent they asked, and showed it 
by his official reports and surveys. He bas 
interested himself very kindly for 
Georgia. Mayor Wheaton, of Sa- 
vannah, spoke in favor of $350,000 for 
Savannah and $60.000 for Brunswick, Colonel! 
J. 5S. Warren followed on the same line. 
These gentlemen have been hard at work in 
Washington for a week, and wili continue. 
General Cook showed that from 1789 to 1879 
Georgia bad received from the government 
only $700,000 for internal improvements. 
Mr. Biount has done very efticient ser- 
vice in arousing interest in Georgia’s 
needs, and put in more good work to-day. 
Colonel Hammond presented Atlanta's peti- 
tions for Savannah and Brunswick, backed 
with an excellent speech. Judge Buchanan 
appealed to the committee to give at least 
$50,000 to the Chattahoochee. Mr. Clements 
vresented the interes of the rivers 
of his district, askin $100,000 for 
the Coosa. Mr. Speer tid the delegation 
was thoroughly in for “the old flag and an 
appropriation.”’ Mr. Turner, while saying a 
good word for the Flint river, appealed for 
the general cause, and then introdu cedgso the 
committee Hon. A. O. Bacon, who d the 
interior of the state felt as deep an interest as 
the coast in the improvement of the harbors. 

THE UNITED VOICE. 

These speeches represented the united voice 
of all parts of Georgia for liberal appropria- 
tions, and had a marked effect on the com- 
mittee. To-day’s work has been worth a 
great deal. Our representatives wil] not stop 
here, but will work every influence possible 
to the last moment.

A DESTRUCTIVE STORM. . 
New Iseria, La., April 14.—There was gen- 
eral destruction by a violent storm which 
came from the northwest on the night of the 
12th inst. Houses were torn to pieces, and 
fences, provisions, forage, furniture and every- 
thing previously saved from the floods were 
destroyed. Great distress prevails. Imme- 
diate relief is needed in Iberia parish. At 
least 1,500 persons are left homeless and with- 
out means of support or shelter. 

AN APPALLING SITUATION, 

NEW ORLEANS, April 14.—The Picayune’s 
New Iberia special says that the situation 
there is appalling. The height of the flood 
above tide was. nearly 17 feet. The east side 
of the Teche from Larconville to Patterson- 
ville, one hundred miles in a straight line 
north and south, is a lake extending from 
west to east to the high mdges of the bayou 
LaForce, fifty miles wide. The losses in crops, 
stock, etc., are enorm ous. 
MORE OF THE. STORM, 


Lapham presented a remonstrance transmit- 
ted to him by the chamber of commerce of 
New York from the business men of that city, 
engaged in the China dry goods, iron and 
cotton trade, and embracing the signatures of 
banks, bankers and insurance companies, 
against the passage of any law prohibiting 
Chinese immigration. It sets forth that such 
legislation is contrary to our national policy, 
an unnecessary affront to a friendly nation, 
and. prejudicial to the commercial interests of 
the country, in reducing, if not destroying, 
our growing commerce with China, which 
promises to be of vast importance. Mr. Lap- 
ham said the petitioners were animated by 
that spirit which so universally prevailed in 
his boyhood, and which was expressed in one 
stanza in the song of ‘‘Jefferson and Liberty,”’ 
with which all were familliar: 
‘**Here strangers from a thousand shores 
Compelled by tyrrany to roam, 
Shall find amid abundant stores 
A freer and happier home.”’ 

The paper went to the committee on foreign 
relations. 

CLAIMS AND PENSIONS, 

Mr. Maxey, from the committee on claims, 
reported favorably, with amendments, a bill 
to re-appropriate and apply the amount ap- | 
propriated by the act of March, 1877, to pay 
certain southern mail contractors. The sen- 
ate took up the calendar, and on motion of 
Mr. Teller, devoted the morning hour to the 
pension bills, of which a number were passed. 
At the expiration of the morning hour, at 2 
o'clock, the bill for the improvement of the 
navigation of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers, which came up as the regular order, 
was temporarily laid aside. Sixty pension 
bills were passed. 

IMPRISONED AMERICANS. 
After disposing of this business, the regu- 
lar order was again passed over, and Mr. 
Voorhees addressed the senate upon a resolu- 
tion recently introduced by him,declaring the 
conduct of the state departmeut in rela- 
tion to the arrest and imprisonment by the 
British authorities of Daniel McSweeny and 
other American citizens, is in_ yVio-'! 
lation of American law, incon- 
sistent with the value of American 
citizenship, and derogatory of the honor of 
the United States. He said the secretary of 
state had failed to respond to the senate reso- 
lution of March 9, peremptorily instructing 
him to report upon the McSweeny case at 
the earliest day possible until March 20, al- 


The house then proceeded to a considera~ 
tion of private business, and at 12:30 went 
into committee of the whole on the private 
calendar. The first bill on the calendar, for 
the relief of Hdward B. Armstrong,one of the 
heirs of James B. Armstrong, of Missouri, met 
with some opposition on the ground though 
the original claimant had been leyal, E. B. 
Armstrong had been unable to prove his 
loyalty. Mr. White, of Kentucky, advocated 
the measure, and contended that the claims 
of loyal persons which originated before the 
war should be paid. The republican party 
could not afford to vote against this bill. It 
sought to gain some congressional districts In 
the north by such claptraps, but it could not 
hope to win any in the south. Mr. Camp, of

It would be quote 
asaprecident for the payment of the sala- 
ries of those officers who, resigning their 
commissions, had turned their swords against 
their country. It would be cited that as the 
payment of the balance of the salaries of 
those gentlemen who left their seats in the 
house and senate, and plunged the nation 
into war, the men why had gone ints 
the rebellion had forfeited every 
right which the constitution had guarauteed 
to them, and the only right they had was to 
have their property confiscated, and them- 
selves hanged higher than Haman. The de- 
bate was continued at great length by Mr. 
Taylor, of Ohio, and Mr. Buckner, of Missou- 
ri, in support of, and by Mr. Bayne, of Penn- 
sylvania, and Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, in 
Opposition to the bill, after which the enact- 
ing clause was struck out, thus defeating the 
measure. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

After consideration of the several other pri- 
vate bills, the committee rose, and after the 
transaction of some unimportant business the 
house, at 4:30, adjourned. To-morrow’s ses- 
sion will be for depate only on the tariff com- 
mission bill.

THE FLORIDA ELECTION CONTEST. 

The house committee on elections to-day 
adopted the following resolutions by a vote of 
7 to 4:

A REPORT ON CLAIMS, 

The house sub-committee on war claims 
made a favorable report to day on the claim 
of H. .L. Bradley, of Knoxville, Tennessee, 
for $5,000 for property destroyed bv the union 
soldiers during a battle in the late war. The 
report elicited considerable opposition on the 
ground that this claim, if allowed, would 
establish a precedent fora large number of 
similar claims now pending bef6ére congress. 
Action upon the report was deferred until the 
next meeting of the committee. 

AID To EDUCATION. 

The house committee on education and 
labor has directed Representative Sherwin to 
report to the house favorably a bill appropria- 
ting $10,000,000 for general educational pur- 
poses, and to ask that it be printed and recom- 
mitted to the committee. 

A CABINET SESSION. 

The cabinet was in session two Lours to- 
day. The principal questions under consid- 
eration were the coming monetary con ference 
in Paris; the trouble with the cow boys in 
Arizona, and the Fitz John Porter case. 
This ease was finally disposed of, so far as the 
executive is concerned, but the action taken

Presentations and Combinations of State Department 
OMctals. 

WasHinGtTon, April 14.—The state depart- 
ment nominations to-day occasioned a good 
deal of surprise, especially as they seem to be 
in the nature of promotion backwards. Mr. 
Money, who is nominated minister and con- 
sul general to Bolivia, has been minister at 
Colombia. He loses $2,500 a year by the 
change. Mr. Scruggs, who is nominated min- 
ister to Colombia, has been shifted about in 
the most remarkable fashion since he has 
been in the diplomatic service. ‘He once was 
minister to Colombia then was made 
consul to Canton, then transferred to Chin 
Kiang, and is now sent again to Colombia. 
Andrews displaces Adamson at Rio Jeneiro, 
Adamson being booked for a minor consu- 
late. Seward, who was appointed consul at 
Trinidad, says that thisis a promotion down- 
wards, as Trinidad is a must disreputable 
place and American consuls have left very 
unsavory reputations there. Seward says 
that he was offered the Cork consulate, but 
that he declined it, as the late consul’s per- 
sonal and business habits had been so scan- 
dalous as to make it unpleasant for his suc- 
cessor. 

Thés@.nominations have no political signif- 
icance, but are said to be owing to the manip- 
ulations of Chief Clerk Brown, ‘of the state 
department. Brown is a martinet and a petty 
tyrant, according to repute, and has a power 
which he uses, it 1s said, to vent petty ven- 
geance on minor consuls and other subordi- 
nates of the state department. Brown is the 
man who was paid by seward when minister 
to China for furnishing him (Seward) with 
private information respecting state depart- 
ment places.

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THE CASE CLOSED. 


Judge Bond Renders His Charge and Leaves the Case 
tothe Jury. 

CHARLEsTON April 14.—In the United States 
court to-day, in the election case, Mr. J. R. 
Abney made the closing speece in defense 
of Bates and Akers. District-Attorney Mel- 
ton then made the closing argument for the 
prosecution. The case against Mr. Chreetz- 
berg was not pressed by the district attor- 
ney. 

THE JUDGE'S CHARGE. 

Judge Bond refused to give the instructions 
to the jury asked forthe defense, and charged 
the jury as to the remaining three defendants. 
He admonished the jury to free their minds 
from partisanship and prejudice, and dwelt 
upon the importance of preserving the purity 
of the ballot box. He told the jury that it 
was the right of the accused and of the gov- 
ernment to have the individual judgment of 
each juror, and that a verdict reached by 
agreement on a majority vote was unlawful. 
The jury must, he said, give the accused the 
benefit of every reasonable doubt, and while 
they should be careful that no innocent man 
was convicted, they should be equally deter- 
mined to allow no guilty man to escape.

on the 2d of June, 1881, and who has been in | 
prison without trial ever since, no«withstand- | 
ing repeated appeals of the prisoner and _ his 
wife to our government for protection and re- 
dress. The unmanly and _ pusillanimous 
silence of the state department throughout 
the whole case was, Mr. Voorhees said, such 
that every American head would be lowered, 
and every American heart filled with humili- 
ation, as the facts became known. He, Mr. 
Voorhees, felt degraded in his pride as a citi- 
zen, when compelled to. state, as he 
now did, with the communication 
of the state department in his hands, that 
for six long and weary months to the pris- 
oner, after the government had received the 
letter of Mrs. McSweeny, not a single step 
was taken by the authorities here for any 
inquiry into the circumstances of his arrest, 
and they were then influenced to take action 
by considerations other than a just appre- 
ciation of the claims of McSweeny to pro- 
tection. Mr. Jones, of Florida,asked whether 
McSweeny wasin prison now. Mr. Vorhees 
said he understood that he was, as no notice 
had been given of his release. 
Commenting on the prisoner's re- 
cital of his sufferings in jail, 
he said the picture was one of wanton brutal- 
ity, such as barbarians alone inflicted on pris- 
oners, whether guilty or innocent, and 
showed that the spirit of torture, which for 
so many years had blackened English history, 
is yet active, especially when the victim be- 
longs to a government whose administration 
cares nothing for his safety and still less for 
its own honor. Upon the history of the case 
Mr. Voorhees charged that there had been 
gross and flagrant violation of the act of July 
27, 1868, ‘“‘section 2001 of Revised Statutes,” 
for which somebody ought to answer at the 
bar of the senate under articles of impeach- 
ment.

THE RAILROADS. 


What the Different Lines of Kail Throughout the 
Country are Doing. 
From the Cincinnati Gazette. 
About one year ago the Erlanger syndicate 
resolved that it would at the proper time sub- 
mit a bid for the lease of the Cincinnati 
Southern railway. The Louisville and Nashb- 
ville was actively at work gridironing nearly 
the whole south with its system of roads, and 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
combination was rapidly extending its lines 
in every direction, while the Erlanger’s Ala- 
bama Great Southern road was being hedged 
in on every side equally as fast. In fact, it 
had already come to be looked upon as an in- 
termediate line without power or influence. 
Colonel John Scott, who had been put in 
charge of the property the year before, was 
not slow to see the importance of extend- 
ing the Alabama Great Southern to the 
Ohie river, also to the west and south- 
west. The purchase of the Vicksburg 
and Meridian, the Vicksburg, Shreveport and 
Pacific roads, and the charter and rightof way 
of the New Orleans and Northeastern soon 
followed, and subsequently the lease of the 
Southern was obtained. Thus the little in- 
terinediate A. G. 8S. in one year became one 
of the principal links in a great system of 
railways, and instead of being shut out at 
Chattanooga and Meridian, it has full sweep 
from the Ohio river to Texas, and will soon 
have to New Orleans. But the question is, 
shall the Erlanger lines stop at Cincinnati, 
New Orleans, and Shreveport and risk getting 
its proportion of through business from its 
connecting lines, or acquire an interest in 
them by purchase or combination, and thus 
secure for all time its full share of the traffic? 
One year ago the Ohio river was the northern 
objective point of the syndicate, and so far as 
the lines centering at Cincinnati from points 
north of the Obio it was the purpose of the 
syndicate to keep aloof from ail entangle- 
ments, and assume and maintain a 
strictly neutral position. That was its pur- 
e one year ago, but will it not, 
In view of the very many actual and contem- 
plated changes inthe railway map of the 
country, be forged to abandon that policy for 
one that will give ita voice in the manage- 
ment of its connections and an interest in 
their revenues? The signs of the times most 
certainly all point in that direction, and 
sooner or later New York, Philadelphia, New 
England, the lake ports, and the west and 
northwest will be as intimately connected 
with the Erlanger system as northern Ala- 
bama or central Mississippi now are. In fact, 
negotiations are already pending which 
will, if completed, be the foundation 
of the grandest and most complete 
system oi railways in this or any 
other country. It will cover the United 
Statcs from the principa! New England points, 
New York and Philadelphia to Dakota and 
Nebraska, and from the north, northeast and 
nerthwest to New Orleans and all principal 
points in the south and southwest. The sys 
tem north of the Ohio will be under a sep- 
arate management from that south of the 
river, but the combination wiil be so com- 
plete, and the interests of the several lines 
composing it so closely interwoven, that it 
will virtually be ome system so far as the

In 
fact, he offered to give the council that sum 
if they would putin a well, The council re- 
ferred the matter to a committee, and the 
matter will probably be brought up at its 
next meeting. In conversation with Alderman 
Burt Saturday he informed us that he thought 
steps would be taken within the next sixty 
days toward the sinking of a well, and thought 
that a committee would be appointed to go to 
Albany and inspect the well there, and report 
officially the probable cost of erecting one 
here. He also informed us that atone time 
the Central raijJroad informally offered to de- 
fray half the expenses of sinking one here, 
provided they could have the use of what 
waste water they wanted.

Messrs. Glover & Perry 
offer to give $200 if the well would be sunk on 
the side of the square that the opera house is 
on.

A Short Account of an Athens Church, and the Pe- 
eculiarities of ite Pastor, With Description of 
the “Foot-Washing”—A Shining Light of 
the Primitive, or Hard-shell Baptists. 


From the Athens Banner. 
In the southwestern part of Athens, in the 
aristocratic village of Cobbham, there stands 


a plain, unpretending looking church; its ex» 


terior appearance is damp and dingy, and the 
decayed steps and broken blinds give it an air 
It is just the kind of church that 
you would come across in the country, far 
from the influence of the city, it looks sadly 
out of place in Athens, for it does not appear 
to be the place where the citizens of a city 
noted fer culture and elegance would like to 
worship on Sundays. 

This little church has a history, and the 
death of Elder David W. Patman, announced 
in a late issue of this paper, reminds the 
writer of many incidents connected with the 
church and its dead elder. 


It was about ten or twelve years ago that 
Uncle Davy Patman, as he was familiarly 
called, came to Athens in the capacity of a 
minister. Belonging to the religious sect 
which styled themselves the ‘‘Primitive Bap- 
tists,’ but who were better known a3 the 
‘‘Hardshells,’”’ the fame of his eccentric 
preaching reached the ears of some Athenian 
gentleman, and he was invited to visit Ath- 
ens. The Rev. Mr. Ivy was the pastor of the 
Baptist church in this city, and at the earnest 
request of his friends was persuaded to loan 
his pulpit to the country elder whose religious 
tenets differed but little from his own. A 
congregation filled the church, and 
Uncie Davy preached his doctrines to 
his audience with great ferver = and 
zeal. Now and then asmile would flit across 
the faces of his auditors as he gave utterance 
to his peculiar dogmas and creed, for Uncle 
Davy, while a Baptist, was a dissenter from 
the great body of the church, and had pecu- 
liar, if not correct notions on the subject of 
missions, prayer, and the ceremonies of the 
church. It was said after his sermon by a 
gentleman present, that Elder Patman surely 
did not believe what he preached; but the 
after years of toil of the elder in his unpre- 
tending church in Cobbham convinced the 
gentleman and the people that he was sincere 
in his belief, for his life was consistent with 
his teachings. 

Through the assistance of several wealthy 
gentlemen of the city, Elder Patman was 
enabled to build the little church we have 
already alluded to, and here on the second 
Sunday and Saturday befure in each month, 
he preached to his congregation. 

At first the city people attended his 
monthly services in considerable numbers 
but after the first year his audience was com- 
posed exciusively of country folks and ne- 
groes. The seating arrangements of the 
church were old fashioned; the white la- 
dies sat in the right hand corner and in 
front, the gentlemen on the left; the male 
and female negroes were partitioned off, and 


separated from the body of the church by 
a 


a railing, 

The “cst fuot-washing excited considerable 
éxcitement, and everybody was eager to see 
the ceremony. When the appointed day 
came round the church was crowded, and the 
audience rose to their feet so as to geta better 
view of the ablutionary process. Un:sle Davy 
opened the services, and delivered the sermon, 
in Which he made two declarations, which 
were repeated in every sermon he afterwards 
delivered in Athens. . He first said that he had 
been warned not to preach in Athens, for the 
students were sure to interrupt himif he did, 
and he told his “‘experience.’’ How he had 
been converted, and spoke of the old stump 
in the field beside which he kneltand prayed. 

After the sermon, communion took place, 
the vessels used were of the simplest kind, 
and after the sacrament hud been adminis- 
tered to the white members, the colored 
brethren and sisters partook also. 

The foot washing was a very simple ceremo- 
ny, and one which was conducted with great 
sulemnity. The brethren washed each other's 
feet, and the sisters did the same for each 
other. The only disturbance ever knuwn in 
the church took place during the ceremony. 
Some mischief-loving boys hid the shoes of 
some of the brethren, who were forced to de- 
part soleless, not spiritually, however. 

The church never prospered for reasons ob- 
vious and manifest, though Elder Patman 
labored earnestly. It has been said that re- 
ligion, as far as its forms are concerned, 
chunzes with the civilization of the country, 
and the people of a city are too refined and 
cultured to connect themselves with a sect 
which worships God in the manner of the 
Hardshells, when the same doctrines and 
creed are held by other bodies in more pleas- 
ing shapes, The Hardsbellsare conscientious 
in their religion, and generally live upto 
their precepts. They have many peculiari- 
ties of belief which other sects would do well 
to adopt, and they have many which they will 

o well to drop. They believe aman cannot be 

rvant of God who does nut pay his debts 
they havea very Satisfactory manner of 
ngdisputes between. the brethren by 
calling in the agency of the church. On the 
other band they are down on Sunday schools, 
and are rather weak on the subjeetof temper- 
ance. 

Elder Patman was generally considered ‘‘the 
shining light’? in the denomination in Geor- 
via, and his reputation. as a preacher was held 
in high repute among his people in neighbor- 
ing states. He was a member of che Georgia 
legislature fur a season, and during his stay ip 
Atlanta was accustomed to preach on cundayvs 
in the city hall. During his pasturate here 
the members of his church manifested enthu- 
siasm, if their numbers did not increase. 
But when two years ago he was stricken down 
with paralysis, interest in the church here 
has flagged considerably. Uncle Davy 
was pussessed of a wonderful memory 
and the facility with which he quoted the 
Scriptures was atiazing. Jt was the old 
mans boast that.he knew. more about the 
Bible than any other man in Georgia, and 
had a contest of that kind been arranged 
between him and some versed in sacred lore, 
we have no doubt but that the elder would 
have been victorious. Indeed, we never 
heard but one man dispute his supremacy in 
the matter, and he was an eccentric preacher 
named Renolds, in Hall county, who some- 
what blasphemously declared he knew more 
about the Bible than Jesus Christ himself. 

Elder Patinan was a good and honest man; 
rough in appearance, with no edycational 
advantages, and but little opportunity to ae- 
quire polish. He had a wonderful influence 
over his people. They all loved him in life, 
and many a heartfelt tear will Crop from tie 
eyesof ‘the simpler hearted country folk’”’ 
over his freshly covered grave. There are 
others, too, not connected with him or his 
faith, who will hear of the old man’s Cé€ath 
with sorrow, as they heard of his illness with 
pain. 

It has been said of Uncle Davy’s sermons 
that they bore a wonderful resemblance to 
each other; that they were fashioned on the 
principle to conform to any text in the Bille. 
We have heard similar remarks made concern- 
ing high officers in other churches, Elder Pat- 
man’s oft told experience created this rumor 
doubtless, for the writer has heard him preach 
often times, and can bear witness to the fact 
that he preached different sermons. 

In commomgwith other elders of his faith 
Uncle Davy fever took up a collection in his 
life, and yet he never wasin want. His sup- 
port was voluntary and if not a munificent 
salary was adequate for all his wants. 

He would not refuse totake a social glass 
with afriend, and at his own home invited 
bis yisitors to join him. But he never weit 
beyond the bounds of decorum, and never 
countenanced it in others. . 

In his pu'pit in his church in Athens 
he had an old fashioned “‘piggin” and a long

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A NEGRO RAILROAD. 


& North ‘Carolina Negre Wants te Balid, Man and 
Own a Read with Negroes. 
From the Philadelphia Press, 

An interesting story was related to a Press 
reporter last evening by Special Assistant At- 
torney-General William W. Ker, who had 
just returned from a trip through the Caroli- 
nas. The train, which was coming north, was 
oy a large 
number of bright-looking colored men, who 
were delegates toa convention to be held at 
Raleigh. One of these delegates, falling into 
conversation with his white fellow-traveler, 
told him the story of his life, and appealed to 
him for aid in carrying out the scheme to 
which he was devoted. 

The negro, Who was a genuine, coal-block | 
African, of good address and manly bearing, 
appeared to be about forty-five years of age. 
His name is E. F. Martin. He said that he 
was born a slave, and was owned by the great 
Georgia rebel, Vance. When the war broke 
out he accompanied his master to the field as 
his body servant. When they left the plan- 
tation Mrs. Vance said to him: ‘‘Bring back 
your master, dead or alive. If he is killed let 
him be buried here.”’ The slave promised, 
and master and ian rode away together. On 
the eve of a certain battle the slave said: 
*‘Massa, you must not lead your troops to- 
morrow.” 

“Why not?” was the sharp reply. 

The negro would not tell unless his master 
would promise not to tell where he learned 
what the slave would reveal. The master 
would not promise, and the slave, though 
threatened with a flogging, refused to do 
more than repeat his warning. The morrow 
came, the battle was fought, and the master 
was shot in the back by his own troops. His 
body was taken home by the slave, and the 
sorrowing widow suid: “Go and work for 
yourself, until the war isover. The planta- 
tion is ruined, and we cannot keep you 
here.’’ 

The negro accordingly went to Atlanta, 
where he worked on the confederate fortifica- 
tions, taking there the name of E. F. Martin. 
He then tramped northward, worked through 
the union lines, and was engaged at Sher- 
man’s headquarters asa guide. Martin helped 
to guide the army toward Atlanta, where his 
knowledge of the fortifications was of great 
value toSherman. After the fall of Atlanta, | 
Martin showed the’ way to Savannah, and 
continued inthe union army until his dis- 
charge. He had seved his maney, and at the 
close of the war he was able to go into buasi- 
ness asa railroad contractor, working with 
and for white men in Georgia. With the 
profits carefully saved from this business, he 
went .o North Carolina, and at Wilmington 
he secured the contract to carry the mails 
from Wilmington to Snead’s Ferry. He is 
now the only colored contractorin the United 
States mail service in the south. 

HIS RAILROAD SCHEME, 

Martin’s mail route ran east trom Wilming- 
ton about seven miles, to Wrightsville, and 
then south atong the coast vf Albemarle 
Sound. He soon became convinced that this 
country would be greatly developed by a rail- 
road, and that such an enterprise would pay 
wel!. The land is fertile and cultivated, while - 
all along the coast are productive oyster beds 
and inlets swarming with fish The beach is 
smooth and safe for miles, and people come 
long distances in stages to enjoy the fishing 
and bathing. Matin accordingly hada line 
surveyed from Wilmington to Wrightsville, 
and south along the coast. The property own- 
ers along this line deeded Martin sixty-five 
feet each side of it. The legislature next 
granted a charter, calling for 100,000 shares of 
stock at $25 a share. 

Tie next step was to build the road, and 
now Martin's scheme began to take a philan- 
thropic shape. He planned to make the road 
a distinctive.y negro enterprise. He would 
build it with colored laber and colored capi- 
tal, and man the trains with colored conduc- 
tors, brakemen and engineers. To carry this 
out he issued posters, which were put up far 
and wide, describing the ‘*Wilmington, 
Wrightsville and Onslow Coast railroad,’”’ and 
making this proposal: 

THE POOR MAN’S CHANCE, 

‘“T offer to all men who desire an-interest in 
this enterprise the privilege of obtaining stock 
in the road for labor or material, as follows: 
For twenty-five days’ labor or for $25 worth of 
material furnished, one share of stock will be 
issued. Jfa person works fifty days on the 
road, lie will be given $25 in money, and also 
ashare in the road worth $25. ~If any poor 
man wants to own property or a share in the 
railroad, now is his golden opportunity.’’ 

Negroes fiocked to the survey line with 
picks and :hovels and worked with a will, 
tceling that every blow was struck for their 
own prosperity. At the present time four- 
teen miles ure graded. 

THE ONE OBSTACLE, 
said Martin, as he talked earnestly to Mr. 
Ker, on the train: ‘1 have put all my money 
into this, but I can’t build the road alone. 
I believe that if I succeed, and I know I 
shall secceed, that I shall. have dune the 
work of a lifetime for my race.’”’ He added 
that his: great difficulty just now was to pro- 
cure rails for the line already graded. .1f the 
rails could be Jaid seven miles to Wrights- 
ville, rolling stocks could be leased, and this 
single section of the road would pay well 
enough to equip the rest of the lime. But 
he could not buy the rails without more 
capital,so great is the demand and so high are 
the prices. He asked his new acquaintance 
from the north to let people know of his plans 
and make what, he felt sure, would not only 
be a profitable investment but also a benefit 
to the whole colored people. If the line were 
imGeorgia he could readily raise the money, 
where he was well known; but in North Car- 
olina he was as yet comparatively a stranger. 
He gave the addresses of a number of white 
people of position, who would back every 
word he said. When the railroad is running 
it will have athrough southern connection, 
and, by buildingaline from Wrightsville 
north to Norfolk, Va., there would be a com- 
plete coast line, with two markets, Norfolk 
and Wilmington. At present little steamers 
running up and down the sound carry the 
coast produce, which could be transported 
more speedily and profitably by the railroad.

The 
bridegroom isa wealthy printer of London, 
formerly a member of parliament, and in 
1873 lord Ynayor of the metropolis. As eyvi- 
dences of bis immense wealth it is mentioned 
that he has 25,000 tenants in London and 
that‘e once spent $250,000 from his private 
purse for the entertainment of the shah of 
Persia. He passed some time in Philadel- 
phia as one of the British centennial commis- 
sioners and afterward came to America to 
visit General Williams, Charles Crocker and 
other friends in California. While 
approaching Mr. Crocker’s house 
be met a young woman with whom 
he fell in love at first sight. The young wo- 
man proved to be Miss Hamilton; the daugh- 
ter of a widow in comfortable circumstances 
and at that time a guest at the Crocker man- 
sior. Miss Hamilton was witty as well as 
handsome. She went horseback riding with 
the baronet and beat him at billiards every 
time. Her charming manners _ and other ex- 
cellent qualities so impressed Sir Sidney that 
at a dinner party shortly after the first meet- 
marriage. Miss Hamilton, 
accompanied by Mrs. Hearst, of San Francis- 
co,went to Europe and lived for some months 
with various members of the Waterlow fami- 
low, so that they might become acquainted 
with her, and, journeying to Paris the other 
day, married her millionaire lover.

DR. MAYO ON EDUCATION. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 14, 1882.—Editors Constitu 
tion: In your kindly notce of my work in the 
south, of this morning, you gave a mistaken impres- 
sion of my estimate of the rank of the states in 
school work. Without question Virginia, Georgia 
and Tennessee lead all the southern states in the 
number, value and length of their schools of all 
grades. If Virginia still retains her ancient superi- 
ority, her younger sisters are fast approaching her. 

North and South Carolina are greatly moved bya 
popular uprising for the improvement of all sorts of 
educational institutions, but with the exception of 
a few cities, like Charleston, anda number of ex- 


cellent academical and collegiate institutions, are 
not yet in line with either of the other states men- 
tioned. I did not intend tomake the strong state- 
ment in your article concerning the academical 
and collegiate scheols of the south. Many of them 
have an excellent wand. of teachers, and are 
doing, superior work. But all their 
efforts are embarrassed by the lack of 
a thorough system of elementary education, which 
is the foundation of all they propose to do. 

Iam not going through the south to make com- 
parisons or to expose poor school keeping, of which 
there is too much everywhere, but to encourage the 
teachers and friends of education to do the best 
work possible, and to be in some way a helpful in- 
fluence in the great uprising of the southern people 
in behalf of the children.

AN INTERESTING ADDRESS BY DR. 
A. D. MAYO. 


In Which he Treats of What School Teachers and 
Pupils Should Read—Books and Newspapers 

Commented Upon—Diaries and Libraries 
Discussed—Some Sensible Hints, 


Yesterday afternoon at half-past four o’clock 
Rey. A. D. Mayo, of Boston, delivered the 
last of aseriesof four léctures before the 
teachers and pupils of the Atlanta schools. 
The lecture was delivered at the high school 
building and was attended by a large crowd 
of Atlanta educators. Dr. Mayo was intro- 
duced by Superintendent Slaton, and spoke 
as follows: 

MR. MAYO’'S ADDRESS, 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 1 spoke to you last Wed- 
pesday on the sub ect of natural methods of in- 
struction. But of course you would understand 
that the things we learn in the manner i described 
are not all the things we mustlearn. Instruction 
has two sides—that which comes from our contact 
with natureand natural objects, and that which 
comes from reading—aud to day | propose to speak 
to you of the instruction which comes to the teach- 
erand pupil from readiag—gvod reading for teach- 
ers and pubis. What should the teacher read? 
What should the scholar read? What should any- 
body read’ And tirstl would say read the bible. 
Of course you reply, “‘We do read the Bible.’’ But 
the ordiuary reading of -the bible I am 
not speaking of now. am not 
speaking of reading the Bible for religious purposes 
chiefly; that we all understand in tbis Christian 
jand to be ourduty. But lam speaking of reading 
the Bible as a standard work in English literawure, 
In reading it, observe the simplicity of its style. 
There are no superfluous words—the word always 
fis the thing, and fitting it precisely. No other 
word seemsto do. So thatit is as Coleridge said 
of Shakspeare, every word seems to be 
a foundation for the whole, and . to 
knock it out would be to destroy the 
structure. Observe also the conciseness. Every- 
thing is said in the fewest words—condensed with 
the greatest intensity. Observe also the wonderful 
poetic quality of the Bible. Even in its narrative 
portions rising into poetry, and being 
throughout realiy a beautiful poem, rivaling the 
grandest of the classics. ‘Then read the Bibieas a 
wonderful gallery of portraits—a study of human 
nature There are character there that are de- 
scribed in half a dizen words so sharply that their 
portraits have been put on the walls of time aud 
wiil never be takeu down. ‘Then the Bible is the 
teacher of books. I wonderif you ever attempted 
to open & note-book and note down everything you 
found in the bible about childhood and the young. 
lf you should attempt it by tne time you got through 
you would vome to the couclusion chat the Bible is 
aperiect haud book foribe parent and teacher. 
There you would find condeused more things about 
childrgn than in all the other books written to help 
the teachers, So read the Bible. 

READING USEFUL BOOKS, 

Then, seconaily, 1 would say aiways read—you 
whoare scholars and studeits—always read some- 
whatin the liue of your especial siudy. For ex 
ample, you study Latin. Yuu wiil be very apt not 
to realize what the language meaus unless you read 
something of the Romanus. Do not regard it as it is 
generally looked upon by students, but see that it 
was the language iu whicha gieat people talked 
and conveyed tneir thoughts to oue nother. So it 
is with geography aud the other studies, and sv 
whatever you are studying, have some 
good readieg going aloug with it, and 
remember this. There is a bridge 
on the Cinelinseti Southern railroad, whici is 
built, I be ieve, across the Kentucky river, and 
when you are in the centre of it, you look down 
into an awful chasm below you, audin the bottom 
of that chasm the riverruus, and on the near mar- 
gin of the river I saw a hauuse, and I could not help 
thinking whata life aman would live if he lived 
in that house and did not have the spirit to climb 
to the shore above. What kind of au idea would 
he have of Kentuckyif he had never wounted to 
where he could behold the beautiful blue grass 
country and the valley of the Ohio. Well, that is 
just the condition, so iar as life is concerned, of 
the scholar whose only knowledge is book knowl- 
edge. 

“GREAT SCHOLARS GREAT FOOLS.’’ 

And that is the reasou that great scholars in so 
many iustauces are little better that great fools. 
Because they have gotten their text 
book kriowledge and nothing else. 
They have studied iu a but and _e the 
more they siudy tne deeper the rut goes, and they 
are sinking more and more below humanity and 
burying themselves away down in this scholastic 
rut deeper than a man would be living at the bot- 
tom of a ra\ine. Don’t get into this rut. Then, 
again, every teacher should be all the time reading 
in the line of his profes-ion. I wonder how masy 
that are teachers iealize that teaching isthe greatest 
ofall professions—is really the tinest of all the fine 
aris? How many realize that it ought to be studied 
asa profession even by the man who hasa univer- 
sity education—that teaching is as worthy of study 
as the ministry, as medictne, as the law, as any pro- 
fession can be? 

INSPIRATION, 

I know that there is a general impression that 
anybody who has suflicieut book knowledge can 
teach school, and I know that you stumble upon 
those who do. not believe in the normal school 
and who depend upon their own experience 
or rather what they teim iheir natural gilt of teach- 
ing. ‘there are preachers who wiil do to go along 
side of this class. They are of those who are very 
hard on book religion. You find them in the back- 
woods and mountain counties. They teil you that 
they preach by the spirit, but I never heard that 
their hearers had a very wonderful respect for “‘the 
spirit.” ‘There isa good deal of nonsense gotten 
upahout this matier of ‘the spirit.’ it reminds 
me of a manuscript book of poems that were sent 
to Ralph Waldo Emerson by a poet who said that his 
poetry came from heaven. He sentthe information 
that it was the dictation of the Holy Spirit. So 
Emerson looked over it and found a good many 
grammatical errors. Emerson simply corrected the 
errors and sent it ba k. ‘he autnor was furious, 
and wrote Emerson that he*should not have med 
died with the poems; that they were .he dictation 
of the Holy Spirit. Emerson simply wrote him, 
‘The Holy Spirit never taiks bad grammar,”’ 

WHAT TEACHERS SHOULD HEAD. , 

Every teacher should take a good educational 
journal, and books on teaching are certainly of the 
greatest heip. Of course they cannot make a 
teacher outright, but they can be of great help to 
him or ber, and just nowan unusual nu@ber of 
books are comiug forth on thesubject. ‘Ihere cre 
several of them that I could menatiou. Such a bouk 
is the Lectures of Payne, Dr. Hill’s Treatise, or 
Calkin’s New Object Lessons, Any one, ora dozen, 
if studied, cannot be butof great use to the teacher. 
lf you were building your house aud your car- 
penter should come without auy tools and were to 
say 1 don’t care for a chest of tools, 1 get on some 
other way, would you not = i:et him go? 
The time is coming when the teacher who will 
stand up and say to the American people, “I don’t 
need an educational janrual ora library, the pro- 
fessional school or the issticute; | only need my 
experience’’—I say the time is coming when the 
American people wiil conclude that that sort of a 
‘teacher has wo rights in the school room that the 
people are bound torespect. The expert will be 
demanded, and the expertis educated by concen- 
trating the thought and experience of other men. 

GENERAL READING. 

But, hastening from this point, let me savy that 
general reading, the reading that all people do— 
teachers and a.lintelligent people—requires some 
littie consideration, because thereisso much advice 
given in this direction and so much that young peo- 
ple find to read, that it is very hard to determine 
whatto read. When I Wasa boy this difliculty was 
settled for me in @& verv summary manner. 
Il lived in a country town where were from 150 to 
900 books that a boy from 8 toi6could read with 
avuv kind of interest or profit, and before I was 16] 
had read every one of them and had them by 
heart. In other words, I read what I could get, 
and if any of you young pe-ple should be thrown 
into the same position, and in this day of rapid 
changes nothiug is more likely, then, my direc- 
tion is. read every'hiug you can Jay your hands on 
that by any possibility you can endure the labor of 
reading. A good book is always a good thing to 
store up iu the mind. I remember I was once sbut 
up in a hotel in New York fora whole day and the 
only book I conld get at was a report of a geologi- 
eal su.vey of that state. I read the book 
through and five years later there was an occasion 
when the information which I had obtained from 
that book gave me a reputation above what I de- 
served. Hang a good thing for seven years and 
you will have a use forit If you have not your 
choice of books read everything that there is to 
read. But if’you can -read largely in the line in 
which you are chiefly interested. i believe in a per- 
son reading the thing that he is most interested in. 
Such a thing will be read with ardor. I do not 
mean that one should hang to one direction all his 
life, but you should remember that the great profit 
of reading willcome fromthe subject in which 

ou are most interested in. People say read books 
of travel Well. Isay red books of travelif you 
want to read them. Bulif you are not interested 
in books of travel then read something else and 
soon you will strike upon something that will 
awaken in you a desire for books of travel. 

READ WITH INTEREST. 

Follow out the natural bent of your own mind. 
In reading only be sure that you read with power 
and deep interest, and you can trust to the awaken- 
ing of new interest in other directions. It is useless 
to read things that do not interest us when we can 
read things thatare full of power to us. Aud all 
the time remember that you should read for quality 
and not for pom One of the most charming

The best thing fur the teacher or the 
student is to read the newspapers, and 
there are no such vyaluable newspapers 
as the weeklies that are made up 
out of the dailies of all our great cities. Of course 
you must read the daily for the news. You will be 
apt to read itin the hasty way, but where you have 
so excelient a paper as you have in AUanta you may 
be compelled to read the whole thipg. but remem- 
that the weekly paper which is made up to be sent 


Out to the country people contains the best articles 


—the cream of the daily and sometimes au serial by 
&greatauthor. It contains dozens of good items, 
aud itis the best newspaper in the world. It is in- 
finitely better than the weekly papers of England. 
hey are made up by collecting and boiliug down 
a week’s matter into one issue while the other con- 
tains the best articles in full. These papers are 
cheap and are within the reach of all. By reading 
one of these weeklies carefully you will be far bet- 
ter posted on geuveral affairs und will get a good 
deal more than you can in any other way. 


SCRAP BOOKS AND DIAR.ES. 

Then I always thought ita good idea to keep a 
scrap book and when I got avything that was extra 
good | putitin there. Ifthe selections are made 
wisely, a great deal of valuable information can be 
collected in several years. I believe it is an 
excellént thing to keep a diary, 
provided you don't keep a sentimentay 
diary. Don’t say, ‘5 o'clock, felt very despondent; 
nalf-past 5, felt very excellent.’’ But during the 
day if you meet some person and he says something 
that impress you put it in the diary. You say 
you do not have time. Other men haye time. 
Washington found time to keepadiary. All the 
greatest nen whoever lived found time to keep dia- 
ries. If you impreve your spare time you will 
have plenty of time to keepa diary and a scrap- 
vook too. No man ever failed to doanything for 
lack of time. The trouble isthe right vaiue is not 
put upon time, it is not economically used, 


LIBRARIES. 

Then you should have libraries, and when about 
to siarta library it would help you very muchif 
you could get the very first book that was ever 
given you, so that you could run back to the 
lime when you were a little boy or girl.’ You 
should save the first picture that was ever given 
you. Save every schoo] book. Save every @icture, 
save, if you can, every.scrap of writing that comes 
to you, save the newspapeis and by and by you 
will get a library. When you grow up you will 
soon see your friends giving you niece sets 
of books for birth day presents and 
thus your library grows, and by the time you are 
fifty years old you will havea library that money 
could hardly buy. Mine is only asmail oneof a 
few thousand volumes, butit contains every bouk 
thatlever owned, and when I open that library 
what a wonderful history is spread before me. 
There I see the first litthe book ever given me. 
Then it comes back to me how my father took me 
on his knee aud showed me the pictures. Then 
there is the book that my sisier gave me 
when I was ten years old, and I remen- 
ber how I wondered how shé éver gdt money 
enough to buy it, sne is in heaven thirty years 
ago, au Vet when I open that book she is with me 
again. That library would not bring $500 at auction 
to-day, and yetiitis more precious to me than all 
the diamonds and rubies of the world. 

PUBLIC LIBRARIES, 


these public libraries come first from such litde 
collectious as lhave mentioned. Fifty years ago 
the school authorities of New York met and made 
arrangemeuts putting in district 
libraries. They agreed to rive $50 
where a district s-hool would give $50. from that 
they have built up more than tive bundred great 
free public libraries. Because the chiidren wake 


,up and demand more books, and when this is done 


the people come to the rescue aad establish a great 
library. Sometime some good old farmer will come 
up and give a library tou town, and inthis way 
this great southern land isto be filled with books. 
Build up libraries. 

The spe»ker closed his address by a brief refer- 
ence tothe great good which may come of listening 
closely to whatis said. Hespoke of the difference in 
this respect between the northern and the 
southern people. The former are trained to read, 
the latter to listen to addresses. It was, he said. 
much more satisfactory to address a southern than 
a northern audience. He alsospoke of the negroes 
and the way in which they can remember what is 
said, because, being unable to read and write in 
many cases, they have been trained to remember 
accurately. ‘The address was listened to closely and 
was closed amid applause.

A New Demand and a Slight Rise inthe Price ofthe 
Bouds. 


‘What are you puying for confederate 
bonds now?’ asked a CONSTITUTION reporter 
of Mr. Haas, of Haas & Co., brokers, yester- 
day. 

‘We are paying three dollars per thousand 
for the bonds. ‘There las been aslightrise in 
the price lately. The bonds have been as low 
asa dollar a thousand.”’ 

‘When did the recent rise take place?’ 
‘The orders under which we are now buy- 
ing came about a week ago, and of course 
that unexpected demand made the price go 
up.”’ . 

“What isthe highest figure at which the 
bonds have sold?” 

‘They have been as high as eleven dollars 
per thousand, and many expected that they 
would go still higher, but they have never 
yone above that figure.”’ 

‘Where does the demand come from?’ 
‘From Europe. The last orders came to us 
from Frankfort-on-the-Main. I don’t think 
that there are any persons in this country 
buying the bonds with a view to holding 
them.” 

“Do you understand the cause for the de- 
mand ?”’ 

‘‘No good reason for the demand has been 
given yet. We receive orders fur the bunds

Tells of Hia Visit to the West, and ef the Slater Fund 
Governor Colquitt, after severs!| weeks’ ab 
sence at the Hot Springs, of Arkansas, has 
returned to the city and expresses himself as 
being highly pleased with his trip, as well as 
much improved in health. Traveling he 
found very much broken up on accountof the 
yreat floods along the river bottoms. 

“The land is magnificent,” he said, ‘but 
when your immense crop of the last year, as 
well as your improvements of years preceding 
are swept away by the swift current of the 
tloods, of what service cau such crops be to 
you? Poor land in Georgia,where you are sure 
of what you have got, is worth much more 
than rich Jand in Arkansas, where al? your 
accumulations may be swept away by a sin- 
gle rain.”’ 

‘Are the floods receding?” 
“Not to the extent that has been represent- 
ed in the newspapers, though I have great re- 
-pect forthem. I went up the St. Francis 
river over one hur:dred mites, and found the 
entire country to be an inland sea. Andeven 
ifthe waters did recede, there are difficulties
